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INTRODUCTION 

Basically,  this  report  is  a  continuation  of  a  preceding  one 
("Extent  of  Western  Influences  on  the  Eagt  German  Population", 
Report  No,  C-11,  Series  No.  3,  dated  November  4,  1957)>  inasmuch 
as  the  data  for  both  reports  were  obtained  from  the  same  questionnaires 
asked  of  the  same  interviewees  -  East  German  visitors  to  the 
INTERBAU  Exposition  in  V/est  Berlin. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  length  of  tine  that  the  Pair  was  in 
session  -  from  July  6  through  the  end  of  September,  1957  -  three 
comparable  samples  of  East  German  visitors  were  interrogated. 
Each  sample  was  asked  a  different  set  of  questions,  in  order  to 
obtain  the  aaxinun  amount  of  information.   The  data  in  this  report 
also,  therefore,  are  based  on  the  three  samples  of  799>  801?  a.nd 
799  persons  18  years  of  age  and  over.  Readers  should  keep  this 
in  nind  when  noting  the  different  number  of  cases  indicated  for 
the  sample  from  tine  to  time  in  the  report. 

The  previous  report  concerned  itself  with  the  nature  and 
extent  to  which  East  Germans  have  contact  with  V/estern  sources  of 
information.   The  current  report  makes  use  of  East  Gernan  opinions 
and  reactions  to  questions  of  political  import.   V/hile  presenting 
these  reactions,  a  further  analysis  will  reveal  the  replies  of 
our  respondents  according  to  whether  or  not  in  thoir  exposure  to 
Western  sources  of  information  they  had  had  contact  v;ith.  USIS 
media.   In  this  manner  the  reader  can  find  the  overall  East  German 
opinion,  and  compare  it  with  that  of  the  sub-groups  in  the  East 
German  population  who  have  contact  with  USIS  opera.tions,  as  well 
as  those  who  have  no  contact, 

j'iS  with  all  samples  of  East  Germans,  only  two  quota  controls 
were  used:   Land  of  residence  and  sex.   Interviewing  was  accom- 
plished by  DIVO,  Marktf orschimg  -  Meinunggf orschung  -  Sozialfor- 
schung,  a  German  research  organization  working  under  contract 
for  the  Research  Staff.

One  of  the  most  significant  findings  of  the  study  is  the  fact 
that  on  almost  everyone  of  the  issues  covered  those  East  Germans  who 
have  had  some  contact  with  a  USIS  medium  have  a  more  "desirable" 
attitude  (from  the  U.S.  point  of  view)  than  do  those  individuals  who 
while  having  exposure  to  V/estern  sources  of  information  have  not 
included  USIS  among  them,. 

A  still  further  analysis,  testing  the  possibility  that  the 
basic  cause  of  the  USIS-exi-osed  respondents'  different  opinion  was 
due  to  a  difference  in  education  between  the  two  groups,  revealed 
that  USIS-exposed  persons,  regardless  of  education,  have  more  of  the 
"desirable"  opinion  than  those  v/ho  have  no  such  contact. 

i.Iany  interesting  reactions  were  found  ©n  rather  basic  issues 
in  the  current  ideological  conflict  between  East  and  V/est.  V/hile 
U, S,  economic  aid  to  the  Federal  Republic  is  acknowledged  to  be  very 
great,  Russian  aid  to  the  GDR  is  called  very  small  or  non-existent. 
Great  majorities  select  the  U.S.  as  the  country  with  the  greatest 
economic  strength,  and  as  the  country  which  will  be  the  strongest 
ten  years  from  now. 

While  a  majority  say  that  ffest  Germany  should  Tae  on  the  side  of 
the  V/est,  this  percentage  Is  less  than  that  found  in  West  Germany, 
or  that  found  in  195^  when  West  and  East  Germans  were  asked  where  a 
reunited  Germany  should  stand.   There  is  also  an  increasing  percent- 
age blaming  both  the  East  and  the  ./est  for  the  continued  division 
of  Germany. 

Half  of  the  East  Germans  (as  against  but  a  third  of  the  West 
Germans)  have  heard  of  the  Mutual  Inspection  Plan,  with  most  of  those 
having  heard  of  it  knowing  that  the  U.S.  is  the  author  of  it,   A 
majority  grant  that  the  Plan  would  make  an  important  contribution  to 
world  peace,  but  they  do  not  expect  it  to  be  realized. 

They  are  just  as  aware  &s  the  West  Germans  that  there  is  such  a 
thing  as  NATO,   They  know  that  West  Germany  is  a  member  and  they  can 
define  its  purpose.   This  is  one  of  the  few  questions  on  which  no 
difference  was  found  between  USIS-exposed  and  non-exposed  East 
Germans, 

On  local  issues  (causes  for  discontent)  USIS-exposed  persons 
appear  more  concerned  with  the  abstract  relations  (such  as  curtail- 
ment of  intellectual  freedom)  than  with  the  more  material  aspects 
of  daily  living  (rationing,  working  conditions).

EAST   GERIvIAN   OPINION   OF    COUNTRIES   MOEI^  FAYORABLE   THAN  Vi/^T   GERMAN    .  . , 

In  giving  their  feelings  about  a  number  of  «ou»tries,  East  German 
visitors  to  the  INTERBAU  Exposition  in  ',?est  Berlin  during  the  summer  of 
1957  revealed  more  favorable  attitudes  towards  all  those  countries  about 
which  they  were  queried,  than  did  their  West  German  neighbors  in  another 
survey  just  a  few  monthg  earlier. 

The  percentage  of  East  Germans  having  a  favorable  attitude  towards 
Great  Britain,  France,  Italy, &the  U.S.A.  is  in  every  instance  significantly 
higher  than  comparable  West  German  opinion  about  these  same  countries,"'' 

7/hen  it  comes  to  the  Soviet  Union,  there  is  no  actual  difference 
between  the  percentages  of  East  and  West  Germans  with  a  "good"  or 
"very  good"  opinion  of  Russia  {Gfo   and  ^'/o   respectively).   Only  when  the 
focus  is  shifted  to  the  groups  recording  a  negative  attitude  does  it 
appear  that  the  East  German  do  not  have'  as  low  an  opinion  of  Russia 
(58^  gay  they  have  a  "bad"  or  "very  bad"  opinion  as  against  1%   of  the 
V/est  Germans  making  that  reply).   Viewing  the  fact  that  50  per  cent  of 
the  East  Germans  replied  that  they  have  a  "fair"  opinion  of  Russia  (as 
compared  with  tut  135^  of  the  West  Germans  saying  that),  one  must 
consider  the  possibility  that  many  of  the  East  Germans  in  the  survey 
were  hedging  and  did  not  want  to  come  out  with  their  true  opinion  on  so 
delicate  a  subject.   In  other  words,  they  would  not  go  so  far  as  to  gay 
that  they  had  a  good  opinion  of  Russia,  but  rather  than  say  that  they  had 
a  bad  opinion,  they  settled  for  the  more  neutral  category  of  "fair"  opinion.

An  ealier  report   on  information  obtained  from  East  German  visitors 
to  the  INTERBAU  revealed  that  three  out  of  four  in  the  sample  (74/^)  have 
been  exposed  to  some  USIS  media  (i.e*  to  RIAS,  VOA,  Amerika-Haus ,  or 
American  exhibit).   Almost  all  of  the  remainder  (24^)  while  having  no 
contact  with  USIS  media,  have  been  exposed  to  some  form  of  Western  in- 
fluence.  Only  2  per  cent  appeared  to  be  totally  without  contact  with  any 
V/e stern  media. 

By  separating  these  East  Germans  having  contact  with  Western  media 
into  those  who  have  bad  some  type  of  exposure  to  a  USIS  medium  from  those 
who  have  not,  we  are  able  to  see  interesting  differences  of  opinion  on 
this  and  all  issues  to  be  presented  later  in  this  report. 

As  v/as  noted  when  comparing  East  and  V/cst  German  opinion  on  Russia, 
when  comparing  USIS-exposed  and  non-exposed  East  Germans'  opinion  of  Russia, 
there  is  no  difference  in  the  percentatL-es  with  a  favorable  opinion  (5^ 
and  6^) .  The  significant  differences  emerge  when  looking  at  the  percentage 
giving  an  unfavorable  reply.   Among  those  East  Germans  reached  by  USIS 
over  six  out  of  ten  (625^)  have  a  poor  opinion,  whereas  among  those  not 
reached  by  USIS  it  is  less  than  half  (46?o) .

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EDUCATION  NOT  A  FilCTOR  IN  INFLUENCING  REPLIES  OF  DIFFERENT 
MEDLl  EXPOSED  GROUPS  .  .  . 

It  is  essential  tc  check  into  the  possibility  that  USIS-exposed 
individuals  possess  a  different  educational  level  than  those  who^although 
having  eoniaat  with  sone  Western  media, have  not  had  contact  with  USIS 
sources.   This  factor,  in  turn,  could  be  th  basifc  cause  cf  any  differenecs 
in  opinion  between  USIS-expcsed  and  non-exposed  East  Germans.   In  order 
to  examine  this  possibility,  further  cress-tabulations  were  made  divid- 
ing the  two  media  groups  into  those  with  but  an  elementary  school  educa- 
tion and  those  who  have  had  more  than  that  level.   This  further  analysis 
was  carried  cut  for  all  questions  under  investigation  in  the  report, 

-.s  the  results  of  this  further  breakdown  revealed  a  consistent, 
pattern,  only  the  following  table  will  be  presented  as  an  example  of 
what  turned  up.   In  order  to  shorten  the  report,  the  remaining  tables 
have  been  filed  aad  vjill  be  made  available  only  upon  request. 

From  the  following  table  it  is  clear  that  those  with  USIS  exposure, 
regardless  of  level  of  education,  have  a  more  negative  attitude  towards 
Russia,  than  the  comparable  groups  among  those  East  Germans  with  Western 
media  exposure  among  which  there  is  no  USIS  influence. 

Among  those  with  an  elementary  school  education,  those  with  USIS 
exposuret."  record  two- thirds  (647^)  as  possessing  a  negative  opinion  of 
Russia,  while  among  those  with  the  same  typo  cf  schooling  and  no  USIS 
exposure,  only  half  (50?^)  are  of  the  same  opinion.   ",7hen  we  examine  the 
percentages  among  those  with  a  higher  level  of  education,  the  data  are 
very  similar.   Among  those  with  a  higher  level  of  education  who  have 
USIS  contacts,  six  cut  of  ten  (60f)  give  poor  opinions  of  Russia  whereas 
if  they  have  no  such  ccntact  only  four  out  of  ten  (4I/0)  say  that,

Prirallel  questions  were  posed  to  all  respondents  concerning  the 
extent  to  -./hich  they  believed  that  Anerica  hn,d  contributed  to  West  Germany's 
economic  prosperity  and  that  Russia  had  contributed  to  the  GDR's  economic 
prosperity. 

Three  out  of  four  {iQfo)    felt  that  the  U.S.  had  helped  the  Federal 
Republic  to  a  "great"  or  "very  groat"  extent,  whereas  fewer  than  one  out 
of  ton  (75^)  would  say  that  about  Russian  help  for  the  GDR.

Studying  the  replies  of  those  East  Germans  who  have  had  gome  experl» 
ence  with  USIS  media  and  the  opinions  of  those  who  have  not,  vast  differ- 
ences are  to  be  seen. 

When  gauging  the  extent  of  US  contributions  to  West  Germany,  eight  out 
of  ten  (85^)  of  those  with  some  USIS  experience  replied  that  the  U.S.  had 
made  a  "great  contribution".   Among  those  not  so  exposed  the  proportion  was 
but  six  out  of  ten  (60^).

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An  even  greater  contrast  can  be  seen  when  the  spotlight  is  turned 
upon  Russian  contributions  to  the  economy  of  the  GDR.   Fewer  than  one 
out  of  twen-ty  (4^),  as  against  one  out  of  six  (1?^),  in  these  two  groups 
would  say  that  Russia  had  made  extensive  contributions  to  the  East  German 
economy.   In  fact,  seven  out  of  ten  (65/^)  with  USIS  contacts  as  opposed 
to  half  of  the  others    {A9yh) ,    saw  these  contributions  as  small  or 
non-existent.

,/hen  asked  to  say  which  country  -  Great  Britain,  France,  America, 
Russia,  V/est  Germany,  or  the  GDR  «-  they  -.vould  put  in  first  place  as  the 
country  with  the  greatest  economic  strength,  seven  out  of  tight  (87^) 
chose  the  U.S.   This  judgment  is  significantly  different  from  that  which 
the  './est  German- population  rendered  in  February  1956  when  asked  the  same 
question.  Among  both  groups  of  Germans  the  only  other  countries  to  be 
mentioned  for  this  honor  are  Russia,  and  ./est  Germany  (by  one  out  of 
twenty). 

Having  given  their  opinion  as  to  present  day  economic  strengths  of 
the  countries  presented,  all  respondents  were  then  asked  what  this  com- 
parison would  lock  like  ten  years  from  now.   V/hilo  the  percentage  pick- 
ing the  United  States  for  first  place  drops  to  68  per  cent,  the  loss  from 
the  previous  figure  does  .'.ot  indicate  an  actual  loss  of  faith  in  the 
U.S.  (by  choosing  another  country)  but  rather  indecision  concerning  the 
future.  The  percentage  with  "no  opinion"  rose  from  a  bare  2  per  cent 
to  19  per  cent.

Tho  further  division  of  our  East  Zone  respondents  into  those  who 
have  had  some  contact  with  USIS  media  reveals  that  they  have  a  much  greater 
degree  of  confidence  in  the  strength  of  the  U.S.  than  do  those  who  have  not 
had  such  exposure. 

Not  only  do  they  show  a  greater  percentage  selecting  the  U.S.  as 
tho  country  to  be  put  in  first  place  at  the  present  time  (91^  v§  iSfo), 
but  they  are  much  less  inclined  to  select  Russia  (only  2fo   as  against 
15^0  among  those  having  no  contact).

USIS-oxposed  East  Germans,  when  projecting  into  the  future,  also  show 
greater  confidence  in  tho  economic  strength  of  the  U.S.  than  do  those 
without  such  QXposirre.  Three-quarters  of  the  first  group  (74^),  but 
only  half  of  the  second  (50^^)  say  that  the  U.S.  will  be  the  strongest 
country  economically  speaking  ten  years  from  now.  It  is  the  non-USIS 
group. which,  when  looking  into  the  future,  is  more  likely  to  nominate 
Russia  for  first  place  (205^0  as  compared  with  T/o  doing  this  among  the 
USIS-exposed) .

From  past  experience  with  East  German  political  opinion  (as  re» 
vealed  in  these  surveys),  the  present  finding  that  a  majority  {^Q'fo) 
think  that  V/cst  Gormany  should  be  on  the  side  of  the  West  comes  as 
something  of  a  suririse.

Since  a  number  of  the  East  Gcrnang  have  no  contact  with  any  of 
the  USIS  nedia,  and  yet  appear  to  be  practically  just  as  aware  of  the 
existence  of  NATO  as  are  those  who  do  have  such  expcsuxe,  one  is  free  to 
speculate  whether  Comnunist  diatribes  against  NATO  have  not  succeeded 
in  doing  what  USIS  would  like  to  do  on  this  score. 

In  any  event,  study  cf  the  data  below  indicates  that  the  slight 
differences  are  net  statistically  significant,  and  that  large  scgnentg 
of  the  East  Gernan  population  ba-ve  heard  of  NATO,  and  know   that  V/est 
Gernany  is  a  member  of  that  organization.

Getting  dcv.n  a  little  closer  to  the  everyday  scene  for  the  Eagt 
Geraan  visitors,  a  card  vjas  presented  to  then  which  listed  eleven 
conditions.   Respondents  voxe    then  asked  to  indicate  which  one  night  "be 
considered  the  major  cause  for  discontent  in  the  GDR.-  The  three  itens 
selected  most  often  were: 

Curtailing  of  intellectUBlifreedon  -  22'fo 

Rationing  (other  than  food)  and  high  prices   -  ^A'fo 
Travel  restrictions  -   15^ 

For  those  items  which  were  named,  respondents  were  then  asked  to  say  if 
that  particular  condition  had  improved,  worsened,  or  remained  unchanged, 
'-Thether  food  and  housing  shortages  had  improved  or  worsened  was  apparently 
a  moot  point,  for  almost  as  many  said  one  thing  as  said  the  other,   V/ith 
respect  to  most  of  the  other  issues  (and  particularly  for  the  rationing  of 
other  goods  and  high  prices,  travel  restrictions,  and  the  curtailing  of 
intellectual  freedom)  most  respondents  .indicated  that  matters  had  either 
worsened  or  at  oest  had  remained  unchanged.

Detcrnining  the  rcplius  of  those  East  Germans  who  have  USIS 
exposure  and  of  those  without  it  (yet  having  gone  V/estern  media  contact) 
as  to  what  was,  in  thoir  opinion,  the  chief  cause  for  discontent  would 
at  first  ^-l-.nce  indicate  no  essential  differences. 

■.Then,  however,  the  replies  to  the  first  five  categories  are  sunned, 
and  those  to  the  next  six,  interesting  differences  emerge.  The  first 
five  items  on  the  list  have  to  do  with  the  more  direct,  material  things 
of  life,  whereas  the  remaining  gix  are  more  abstract  and  general.   It  is 
in  connection  with  these  latter  items  that  the  USIS  group  shows  a  keener 
concern  (61^-  vs  545^)*
